SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer image file entitled l69dog.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The computer image file promotes and supports bestiality, deeming it objectionable 
under s3(2)(e) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. The file 
contains a grainy, black and white photographic image depicting a naked woman lying 
on her back on a floor, with a large shaggy dog standing over her. The woman is 
licking what appears to be the dog’s erect penis. The dog’s muzzle is near the 
woman’s genitals, although whether the dog is licking her genitals is unclear due to the 
poor quality of the image. The explicit nature of this depiction and the sexualised 
nudity of the woman indicates that the image is intended for the sexual arousal of the 
viewer. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 as they relate to this publication. The limit on the freedom of 
expression resulting from this classification is prescribed by law and demonstrably 
justified. 
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
